ON THE CULTURE OF ONIONS. 

[ bolieve tlml every plant has its corres- 
pondin-v principle* in the earth a«d alinos- 
rhere.'’ " ere not this absolutely the case, 
bow is it that they come to a state ot per¬ 
fection, each after its kind, throughout the 
vast variety that vegetate upon the carlh? 
Upon the supposition that every genus of 
plants is nourished by one common princi¬ 
ple in the elements, why do they require 
so many different kinds of soil and situation? 
Those principles, applied to one plant, have 
a salutary effect,—to another, quite the rt' 
verse, and all this while from mere vegeta 
ble iDa<ter. There are some peculiar plants 
that will not flourish, be the soil ever so 
rich, until it becomes nafuralirrd to their 
growth,—and among these the onion is re¬ 
markable. 

Many good people are led to imagine 
that this vegetable is hard to please with a 
soil. They select a very nice spot of ground, 
and spare no pains in properly arranging it 
for the reception of the seed. ‘‘But when 
shall it •be sown?” Some elderly people say 
“in the old of the moon, that they rosy hot 
tom well.” This item is by no means ne¬ 
glected, and the man confidently expects a 
reward for bis punctilious exactness.— But, 
perhap", not one seed in a hundred ever 
vpgrtatne. “ I'he ‘•i"d is not good, it 
nioie ilian a year old.” After a little time 
many of his plants disappear without any as¬ 
signable cause, and perhaps some innocent 
litile insect has its eyes put out with ashes, 
&c. What few are left standieg receive 
all possible attention. But oh'-erve them 
and you will find that not one stands upon 
the surface; on the contrary the stalk runs 
down to the depth of two or three inches of 
an equal bigness to the fibrous roots, and 
this is ail ihe perfection they arrive at in 
most instances.

— One pound of drying oil, (oil in which 
itharge or sugar of lead has been boiled) 
wo ounces yellow wax, same of spirits of 
urpenline, half ounce of rosin or burgunily 
pitch, mix and melt together and apply 
warm to boots and shoes both upper and 
soal leather, and expose to dry in by the 
sun; then renew the application and so on 
until completely saturated; when thorough¬ 
ly seasunetl, and not before to be worn. It 
will not only keep the feet dry, but make the 
leather more durable.

After the seed is up (which is generally 

( ill a forlniglil) nothing is lo he done until 
the weeds iinike their appearance, unless 
the flies make depieil.itions, in which case, 
ashes are lo be sprinkled on sparinglj, for 
in tins tender state of the plant, too much 
alkali wnuM prove a deslrojer. Of late 
fiad that the black ant is a foe, for it cuis 
the lop off close to tlie surface. But neither 
are so dangerous as the wire worm, lor it 
dostrojs the root and the plant perishes. 

By weeding them in seasou two poiiiis 
arc gainid. Tlie first is the saving of liiilf 
the labour; and the second, the plants will 
not be so likely to come up with the weed«. 
Care should he taken not to hill them at .ill, 
rather take aw.-iy tlie earili from the roots, 
as the nearer they grow to the surface, tlie 
fairer onions they will be. If any are in¬ 
clined to run deep in the earth, they rhould 
be dug round, and ilieir tops bt-nl down to 
prevent a ton luxurious nr.iwih 

When The onion has ai rived at consi Jer- 
alile growth, it receives no support from its 
tup, (rcsemhling corn in (his particular) hut 
rather supports it. ’Flien they are to be 
bent down, and as the union ripens will diy 
away leaving a small stem. 

When the fibrous mots no longer adhere 
to the e.-xrth the oni-.i is ripe, and ought to 
be pulled.— Let them lie to the sun until 
the outer skin starts. Then they are to be 
taken to a chamber or garret there to remain 
till it free-ACS. By no means carry them 
immediately into a cellar as the dampness 
will cause them to vegeiatc ami the onion 
■will soon become soft and spongy. I have 
kept them veiy well all winter in a garret, 
but they were not permitted to freeze and 
thaw alternately.
